I agree with some of the others, I dont think its the power differential 
as much as not being zero beat. If you are off 150 hz, especially with a 
qrp signal, you are going to be on the edge of his bandpass (250 hz 
filters). 


The bigger the signal of the station you are calling, the more likely he 
has an outstanding antenna, which means he is hearing everyone loud. Qrm 
will cause him to tighten up his filters and turn out his attenuator. 
Both will gobble up weak off freq stations. 


Another thing which can occur on 80 and 160 is the use of seperate 
receiving antennas. I have had situations where I have called stations 
30 db over s9 on 160 and they went back to cqing. And i was running I 
kw. Later I found out they didnt hear me because they were using a 
separate receiving antenna which effectively nulled me out.

I have some toroids saved from the past that I'd like to identify. 


Is there a way, using simple equipment, that I can determine the material, 
i.e., powered iron or ferrite or whatever? Because the toroids seem to 
work OK for what I want them for, maybe it's a moot point. 


I've wound baluns (1:1 and 4:1) on them and found they have low SWR from 
1.8 to 54 MHz. The baluns seem to be efficient too but I've yet to measure 
them. I'll be using the SWR techniques from Frank Witt's (AI1H) April 1995 
QST article to measure efficiency. (I know the article was about 
tuner/coupler efficiency but he alludes to this sort of testing too.)

Hi Everyone: 

I just finished building the OHR 500 that I started back on Oct 24. What a 
fun kit to build! The manual was great and the parts quality, Superior. 
Everything was Al. The kit went together easily and as you can see by how 
long it took to finish, I didn't want the kit experience to end. I WAS 
having that much fun. I do not have sophisticated test gear other than my 
ears and eyes. The only test gear you will need is the aforementioned eyes 
and ears plus a DVM, QRP wattmeter and Freq counter with a range up to 
25-30Mhz. I used a OHR DD1 in Direct mode. It worked great. The receiver 
has a low noise floor with the annoying background noise attenuated nicely. 
Its pleasant to listen to with what I consider nice fidelity. No 
squeaky-squawky ear penetrating noises or birdies heard. Which leads me to 
the AGC. All I can say here is that you need to experience it! It is as 
good as any commercial top of the line rig. The filter also pops the weak 
ones right in there for easy listening. I have several QRP rigs from the 
Sierra to the SW40 and the receiver in this rig takes a back seat to none of 
them! 

Now, as for the transmitter, the power out was as specified or better. My 
power measurements were made with the OHR WM2 into a dummy load as follows: 
15 meters = 3 Watts 


20 meters = 4.5 Watts 


30 meters = 4.5 Watts 
40 meters = 6 Watts 
80 meters = 7.2 Watts 


The power out is variable, so you folks that like to operate at the QRPp 
levels will like it too! 

Another item worth mentioning is that the rit control uses a center detent 
rather than an on/off switch or on those rigs without a switch, the by quess 
and by golly method. A really nice feature! I also installed the OHR keyer 
for this rig. Its a basic keyer with no memories, but a nice complement to 
the rig. While I was working on the rig, two foxes came on the air. 

Though, I had not yet completed the rig and not completed the alignment yet, 
I still nabbed two foxes with it. Since then, I have completed the 
alignment, dressed the wiring and installed the keyer. This morning, I put 
the covers on it for the first time and it looks very sharp if I say so 
myself. I never had the OHR 400, so I can't really tell you the differences 
in the two. I have not noticed any significant drift in the rig at all. 
Some folks told me the 400 did at one time drift but that that problem had 
been resolved. This is going to be my vacation rig and I am very pleased 
with the outcome of this build. 

This was an easy kit for me to build and on a 1 to 10 degree of difficulty 
scale, its a 3. What makes it so easy is the manual, which is well written 
and the pictorials are superb. This keeps the frustration level low. Geta 
good optical visor, good hand tools, comfortable work station and plenty of 
rest and go for it. Don't rush it, its too much fun to build to get it over 
with in a day or two. I took photos of the build in various stages and will 
be happy to share them if I can figure out how to scan them with my NEW 
scanner, once I get them developed, I'll need to find a place to post them. 
Now the big dilemma, what to build next. The NorCal 20 isn't due out till 
the end of December, bummer. Oh well, I'll have to amuse myself operating 
the 500. If anyone wants to contact me direct with questions or comments, 
feel free. I'll do my best to answer all.

|total computer run activity. Sends, receives and logs. It won't be long 
that 

|those that don't have fast processors won't be able to compete. 


This is not quite accurate. First, you'll never win in a contest if you 
try to use the computer for reception, at least not yet. They're just not 
good enough at it. I know I've tried about a dozen CW reception programs 
over the years. The logging function takes about the same amount of time 
as writing it during a contest. The big plus with the computer is when 
it's all over and you need to produce a legible log. And as far as the 
sending goes, it's no more than any memory keyer with the additional 
ability to send the Q's call too. So the computer is really just another 
way of doing it and unless you can afford two computer controlled radios, 
doesn't really have much of an advantage. 


Also, a high speed computer is not required. There is nothing in computer 
contesting software that requires any great speed. The top three contest 
programs, TR,CT,NA are all DOS programs and actually will not run under 
windows and send CW too. (At least I haven't figured out how to do it.)

I would like to thank everyone for all the supportive notes I received both 
on and off list. Like I said, it is a very small minority who feel the need 
to send notes to criticize others that way. If I receive such notes in the 
future I will indeed send them to Chuck Adams. For the moment, I'd rather 
let the issue die. Either the folks who sent the notes have not written 
again, and I think the membership of the reflector has spoken clearly, and 
I, for one appreciate it. 


Some suggested that I ignore this stuff. I've found, having dealt with all 
kind of isms over the years, that it is usually better to expose that sort 
of behavior. I didn't like the sexist stuff directed at Kathi (no, it 
wasn't me that time) and spoke up. In doing so this time, I got the 
reflector to send a loud, clear message, didn't I? 


It was suggested that I might have ruffled feathers by suggesting that CW 
QRP "seems" easier than SSB. Notice the "seems". That implies I don't 
believe that it is. While it is true that it is easier to pick out a very 
weak CW signal than a very weak SSB signal, CW requires a special skill that 
I don't have a talent for.

Hi Bob, from your comments, its likely that you have never competed in a 
major cw contest. 


No one that I know, uses computers to copy calls. All the mulit-mode 
controllers fall apart when trying to copy real cw as opposed to W1AW. 
They may come in handy when some dx comes on the band at 45 wpm and you 
cant figure out who it is but it is too much of a bother to deal with 
during a contest. 


Much, if not most, of the cw in the contests, however, is being 
generated by computer keyboard. This occurs not because the operator 
cant handle the speed by hand, but because the PRIMARY reason for the 
computer is to handle the logging. Once he types in the call of the 
station calling, all he has to do is hit F2 to send his report. Then 
type in the received report including state, zone or whatever is 


required. then hit another key which will cfm the contact, and send qrz 
de ... and record the contact in the log. Many ops will also have an 
electronic keyer in line on which they can respond to ops at different 
speeds but not all do. 


If you are at the other end attempting to copy the report correctly and 
get it recorded in the log for 24 or 36 hours at a stretch, you do not 
look forward to distractions. If you have to hit a function key ten 
times to get your speed reduced by 20 wpm ( it drops by 2 wpm per 
touch), you have upset your cadence and used up valuable time. You also 
have to repeat the operation to return to 35 wpm. Some ops will do this, 
others wont. It depends on how many other stations are calling and how 
long they are going between contacts. If they have been working several 
stations per minute, they probably wont slow down because other stations 
who can handle the higher speed will tune on and they may have lost that 
contact. 


I realize that not slowing down may be short sighted from the standpoint 
of developing future contest activity, but during the heat of the 
battle, that is not the contestors highest priority.
